Missouri Ice Cream Manufacturers’ As-

W. Dee Becker, a St. Louis attorney, 
has adopted novel scheme to influ- 
ence Missouri legislators on a bill to 
reduce the standard of ice cream. Ar- 
rangements have been made to dis- 
tribute to each member this afternoon 
@ small brick of eight per cent ice 
cream. In each package will be a 
spoon. The association has pending a 
bill which would reduce the standard 
from 14 per cent butter fa: to eight 
per cent.

Frank X. Ziegelmeier Confers With 
Wife itn Private Office; Goes 
Away With Her. 


Frank X. Ziegelmeier, Justice of the 
Peace of Hast St. Louis, whose office is 
opposite police headquarters, appeared 
at his court at 8 a. m. today with both 
eyes biackened and his face swollen. A 
few minutes after he opened court his 
wife appeared and called the Justice into 
a private office where she talked with 
him for sevéral minutes.

AUTO MUST STOP ONLY ON 
TEAM DRIVER'S OWN SIGNAL 


Ruling Relieves Machine Owner From 
Responsibility Because Mules 

Ran Away. 

The motor vehicles law, requiring an 
automobilist to stop when a driver of 
horses or mules signals him that the 
animals are frightened, was construe: 
by Judge William H. Allen of the Court 
of Appeals. in an opinion rendered yes- 
terday. Judge Allen holds that the au- 
tomobilist is not required to stop, un- 
less the driver himself gives the signal 
by lifting his hand. 

In the case under consideration, it was 
urged that the driver had both hands 
full in trying to keep his mules from 
running away, and that his father, who 
was sitting beside him, gave the signal 
in his place. The Court holds that the 
law cannot be construed to meen any 
more than it says, and that, if it is 
nullified by the practical necessities of 

handling a team, the blame should rest 
pe the lawmakers, and a remedy shouid 
be sought from the Legislature.

£2 fine imposed because he failed to 
stop his motor car when approaching a 
(eam of mules driven by A. A. David- 
son. The signal was given, it was tes- 
tified, by Davidson's father, but Wilsor 
said he did not see it.

MAIL BOX THIEVES 
RAISED AND USED 


Paper. Bearing Genuine Signa 
tures Cashed or Employed in 
Purchase of Diamonds. 


IMPERSONATED 
Man Held Is Identified as Hav- 
ing Posed as Another at 
Jewelry Store. 


SIGNERS 


How the gang of professional mai] box 
robbers captured by the St. Louis police 
Stole checks from letters, raised the 
amount for which they were drawn, and 
cashed them at banks or used them to 
purchase diamonds, was revealed to the 


city detective department toduy through 
information gathered from many 
sources. 

Frank Foster, known also as William 
Sells; Mrs. Edythe Beighley, known also 
as Evelyn Beathley, ,and Jean Wads- 
worth, who was shot in the stomach 
yesterday by Policeman James Car- 
mody while trying to escape after hit- 
ting the policeman on the head with a 
Cane, are held by the police as princi- 
pals in a mail box t1obvery scheme 
which extended to Kansas City, Chi- 
cago and other cities. According to po- 
lice information this gang has stolen 
checks during the past four months 
from which thousands of dollars were 
realized. . 

Foster was identified this morning as 
the man who impersonated August 
Goessling, vice-president of the Nationa! 
Papér Co. of Main and Brooklyn streets, 
in purchasing a diamond ring wr $446 
from the Drosten Jewelry Co. Jan. i 
and paying for it with a check which 
bore Goessling’s genuine signature. 

Identified by Teller. 

He was also identified by Edward C. 
Keys, paying teller of the Central Na- 
tional Bank, as the man who posed as 
the Rev. A. C. Goessling, brother of 
August Goessling, and cashed two checks 
bearing August Goessling’s genuine sig- 
nature, one for $150 and another for $35. 

The arrest of the mail box robbers 
cleared up a mystery which had been 
puzzling Goessling for two months. 
Neither he nor the Pinkerton detective 
Agency, Was able to account for the 


nature. 

The checks which Goéssling sent out 
Jan. 5 to pay his persona! bills were 
stolen from the mail boxes that night 
by Foster and his companions. A check 
for $4.4 to the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. to pay his light bill, 
Was treated witi. chemicals and the 
amount was raised to 3545. The name of 
the Drosten Jewelry Co. was inserted 
for that of the Union Electric Light und 
Power Co., and the check was given 
to the jewelry company to pay for a 
diamond. F. W. Miller identified Fos- 
ter and Mrs. Bieghly as the gpuple 
who called ‘at the store Jan. 6 and 
ordered the diamond ring. 

Check for $445. 

He said they came in and selected thea 
ring and said that their chauffeur woul) 
Call for it later. Two hours ai‘er the 
ring was selected, a man, wearing a 
chauffeur’s, cap and coat, called fo- 
the ring, Miller said, and left the check 
for $445. 

Vaughan M. Koerner, 
for the S. Ruby Jewelry Co. of 409 
North Sixth street, identified Foster 
and Mrs. Bieghly as the couple who 
visited Ruby's store the same day and 
offered the same check to pay for a 
$400 ring which they had selected. 
Ruby refused to accept the check. 

Keys said that when. Foster called at 
the bank to get the two checks cashed 
he was dressed as a priest. The signa- 
tures being genuine, the bank cashed 
the checks without question. The check 
for $150 had been raised from $1.50, and 
the check for $35 had been raised from 
$3.50 

Goessling had detectives question al 
the employes of the paper company in 
seeking to solve the mystery of the 
checks. He recalled that he had person- 
ally handed the letter containing the 
check to the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. to the mail carrier, and he 
could not understand how the game 
check could turn up later made out to 
the Drosten Jewelry Co. for $445. 

Taken to Branch Station. 

The mail carriers took the mail to a 
branch station, and when they complet- 
ed their shift that night, they depositeu 
what was left in a box in front of the 
station, where it was to be picked up by 
the collectors from the mail cars. 

The mail box robbers opened the boxes 
in front of the station after the clerks 
left. 

A cheek for #4, signed by Albert Mo- 
chow, was stolen from the same box. 
It was raised to $240 and cashed by the 
robbers. 

When Foster was confronted with this 
evidence today he said to the police 
that he guessed everything they charged 
against him was true. He declarej 
that Wadsworth was the ring leader 
and had persuaded him to join the gang 
of mail box robbers. Mrs. Bieghly, how- 
ever, confessed to the police that Fos- 
ter was the leader of the gang. She 
said that he had induced her to desert 
her husband and 6-year-old child in

Wife’s Diamonds Caused Suspicion

Jacques Back Departs Suddenly 
as Result of Inquiry Into Hand- 
ling of Accounts. 


PRESIDENT OF  Y. M. H. A. 


Jews Gave Church and Educa- 
tional Circles Leader 24 Hours 
in Which to Quit City. 


Jacques Back of 5896 Cates avenue, 
president of the Young Men’s Hebrew 
Association and one of the most active 
workers in Jewish religious, charitable 
ard educational circles and who fre- 
quently supplied the pulpit at Temple 
Israel in the absence of Rabbi Leon 
Harrison, has ieft town suddenly as a 
result of an investigation into the con- 
Gition of various funds he handled for 
Jewish organizations. 

In Jewish circles today it was told 
how a number of wealthy Jewish Jead- 
ers, who had started the investigation, 
had given. Back 24 hours in ‘which to 
close up his affairs in’ St. Louis and 
leave the city. Back, it was said, had 
complied in the allotted time and left 
St. Louis, it was thought, Monday 
night. 

Black’s sudden, departure 
upon the question so frequently 
asked in the last six months by The 
Modern View, a Jewish publication, 
which insisted, in its editorial: column, 
on knowing ‘‘what had come of the pro- 
ceeds of the Young Men’s Hebrew Asso- 
ciation Carnival?’’ which was given at 
the Coliseum last March and in which 
almost every Jewish organization in- 
terested itsel:. 

Custodian of Proceeds. 

Back, as president of the association, 
became custodian of the carnival pro- 
ceeds. Members of the Young Men’s 
Hebrew Association said that, so far 
as they knew, no report ever was made 
of the amount of the fund. It was in- 
tended to raise $20,000 at the carnival! 
to build a social center house, but, -it 
was believed, about only $6000 was taken 
in.

How Inquiry Started. 

The investigation which brought about 
Back’s sudden departure was started in 
a curious way. According to the story 
related in Jewish ciréles, Mrs. Back 
was seen on the streets with a display 
of diamonds that was noted wherever 
she went. The wife of a prominent 
member uf the advisory board of the 


iY. M. H. A. building fund was particu- 


larly struck with the display of jewels 
and wondered how # man in Back’s 
suppose1 financial circumstances could 
afford tv purchase them. 

This woman, according to the story,. 
expressed admiration for the gems, pnd 
was told they were a gift from Mrs. 
Kack’s husband. The woman, later, re- 
lated the incident to her husband, and 
asked him if he thought Back could af- 
ford .such a lavish display of jewels 
for his wife. Back’s income from: his 
small credit clothing business was not 
thought to be such as to afford them, 
und it was known he made little, if any 
profit, by his publication of ‘“‘The Amer- 
ican Jew.” 

Finances Badly Tangled, 

The husband's suspicion was aroused 
and he summoned Back to meet him. 
After persistent quéstioning he learned 
from Back that his financial affairs 
were badly tangled. A number of Jew- 
ish leaders then got together and found 
such a state of affairs existed that it 
no longer would be possible for Back 
to continue as the president of the Y. 
M. H. A., as the editor of a Jewish 
weekly, or as a leader in Jewish cir- 
cles. It was then, according to the 
story, that Back was given the alter- 
ternative of leaving town or remaining 
to take the consequences of his ac- 
tions. 

At the Back residence last night a 
woman, who said she was Mrs. Back’s 
sister, 
sence from the city, saying that she 
had been requested not to discuss his 
affairs. Mrs. Back, she said, was sta;- 
ing temporarily at the home of a rela- 
tive in St. Louls. 

Back’s credit clotning store, on the 
second floor at 203 North Seventh street, 
was closed last week. From there he 
edited and published “The American 
Jew,” a publication which he founded. 

Deficit of $2000 Reported. 

Back was particularly active in pro- 
moting the affairs of the Young Men's 
Hebrew Association. According to in- 
formation given a Post-Dispatgh report- 
er by one of the officers of that associa- 
tion, Back proposed to raise enough 
money to enable the association to have 
a home of its own and as a means of 
raising money the bazar was held in the 
Coliseum. 

Since the close of the bazar, Emil 
Mayer, treasurer of the association, has 
found it difficult to settle up the ac- 
counts. Mayer admits that there is 
trouble regarding the financial report, 
but says he wishes to make no state- 
merit regarding Back's connection with 
the trouble. There is reported to be a 
deficit of more than $2000.

than six months by A. Rosenthal of 7045 
West Portland avenue, editor of The 
Modern View, a Jewish weekly, and the 
first president of the Y. M. H. A. when 
it was organized in 1897 with rented 
quarters at 2737 Locust street.

Hight months have passed and 
winter is approaching, with pot one 
public word of contemplated action as 
to the future, or the ¥. M. H. A. Com- 
munal Building for which the fund was 
supposed io be raised. 


“Aatonishinge Condition.” 
“Tt is proper that a few gentlemen, 


calling themselves the Y. M. H. A, 
(which does not exist) withhold public 
knowledge from the people of plans (if 
any) in relation to a fund obtained by 
the co-operation of the community for 
a definite purpose? How long is this 
astonishing and unsatisfactery  condi- 
tion to continue?” 

In @ previous issue Rosenthal had said 
those in charge of the $20,000 building 


up for consideration. Bretz had several 
conferences last night with Representa- 
tives of the Missouri Pacific and Frisco 
Railroads. 


Others Made Objections.

Raijroad Men in Lobby, 
While the bill was being debated, sev- 


eral members of the railroads corps of 
representatives attacked in a _ resolu- 
tion by Representative Becker last week 
as lobbyists, were in the gallery. Among 
them were J. Frank Murphy, superin- 
tendent of terminals of the Missouri 
Pacific. Frank Hutchinson, superin- 
tendent of the Frisco, J. V. Cooper, pub- 
licity representative of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas and scout for the rail- 
roads at the capital; E. T. Miller, gen- 
éral attorney for the Frisco, and John 
McCormack, attorney in the claims de- 
Partment of the. Frisco. Edward F. 
Goltra of St. Louis also was in the gal- 
lery. 

The bill was introduced at the in- 
stance of the Public Service Commis- 
sion and seeks to repeal the railroad 
laws of the State and re-enact them 
with some changes, to make the laws 
correspond with the Public Service Com- 
mission act. 

Forty amendments to the bill were 
submitted by the House Railroad Com- 
mittee, the fortieth being to change the 
maximum passenger rate from 2 cents, 
as it is now, to permit the railroads to 
charge 2% cents immediately, and to 
give the Public Service Commission 
power to fix rates up to a maximum of 
3 cents per mile.

“ “I wish I had a couple of bombs, I’d 
blow it up,’ he added, referring to thé 
cathedral. 

“Some time after this parade Carbone 
took our man (Polignani) out for a walk 
and told him how to make a bomb. He 
said the best thing for a container was 
the ball from a metal newell post or a 
brass knob from a bed, although that 
was too small to be much good. He 
said, though, that the container ought te 
be spherical. 

“Tt was a sphitrical bomb, by the way, | 
that was used the first time at the 
cathedral, as was the bomb used at 8t.

“Carbone made several attempts to 
find metal newell posts in junk shops 
and he tried to get the balls off posts 
at area ways, but without success. A 
week ago last Sunday (Feb. 21), he tried 
to get one. He wasn’t able to, but he 
busied himself getting the materials he 
wanted for his explosives. 

“It was agreed that he and Abarno 
and Baldo (as Polignani was known to 
his companions) should go to some ’way 
out place on Long Island and test their 
explosive, but when the time came 
Carbone said it »wasn’t necessary, as he 
had got a book which told exactly how 
to make bombs. 

Book Printed in Italian. 


it. It Was printed in Italian, and there 
wasn’t anything about it to show where 
it was published. 

“One of its bits of irformation is that 
a dozen bombs of dynamite or nitro- 
glycerin should cost 140 lira ($27.5) if 
made in a bunch; if made separately it 
would cost 150 lira ($29.25). 

“The materials that went into the two 
bombs cost $2.46.- Each man put in 8&2 
cents and a little of this was bought 
at one place and a little of that at an- 
other, so that they got all they needed 
without stirring anybody’s suspicions. 
Carbone got the cans himself, the cord 
for the fuses and the copper wire for 
binding the bombs. He also got the 
powdered sugar, which, he said, made 
bombs very gaseous ard gave them lots 
of expansive force. 

“The things they had to buy were 
purchased in drug stores, and thougna 
the men who sold them may have 29 
recollection of the transaction, we have 
a record of just when and where each 
purchase was made. 

“Last Sunday (Feb. 28) the bombs were 
made. It took Carbone about three 
hours to mix them. Polignani has told 
us quite graphically how Carbone stirred 
the stuff with a wooden paddle. He 
kept talking about the danger of a spark 
being struck, and finally Polignanij got 
on the other side of the bed. Carbone 
laughed and said that wouldn't be any 
protection, because he was making the 
bombs to wreck a whole building, ana 
they would do it, too. 

Picked Piace te Put Bomb. 

“The night before this Abarno met 
Polignani by appointment in East Forty. 
seoond streét and then went to the ca- 
thedral to pick out the best place for 
planting the bombs.

FIGHT OPENED ON 
CANDIDATES PIGKED 
BY BUSINESS MEN 


Politicians Oppos2 Democrats 
Selected by Conference to 
Run for Aldermen. 


The Democratic candidates for the 
Board of Aldermen indorsed by the 
Democratic Business Men's Conference 


Vill meet with the members of the 
conference at Lippe’s late this after- 
noon to discuss plans for the campaign. 
In several wards the candidates in- 
dursed by the business men will be 
fought by the politicians, who have also 
brought out candidates for the alder- 
manic nomination. 

One of the bitterest fights is expected 
in the Sixteenth Ward between John 
Schenk Jr., the business men’s candi- 
date, and John R. McCarthy, Speaker 
of the House of Delegates. McCarthy 
has brought up the allegation § that 
Schenk is not qualified for membership 
in the Board of Aldermen on account 
of a defect in his tax record, but the 
Business Men's Committee have satis- 
fied themselves that Schenk can quali- 
fy if elected, and will support him. 

Fight in Seventh Ward, 

There will also be a bitter fight in 
the Seventh Ward between Edward L. 
Knopp, the business men’s candidate, 
and Edwara Deffaa, who is backed by 
Democratic City Committeeman Mestre 
The business men are preparing to 
publish a resolution adopted by Mes- 
tres and his precinct men, pledging 
their support to the business men’s can- 
didates. 

There are already indications of 
breaks in the Republican organization 
over the slate framed by the ward 
committeemen. What ‘is known as the 
Graves group.of committeemen has re- 
fused to support Ralph Silers in the 
Twenty-sixth Ward and Gus Baur in 
the Fourteenth.

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WAR ORDERS IN DETROIT 
AMOUNT TO $40,000, 000 


Copper Shells 


—_—————— 


Motor Cars Lead in Sales to European Belligerents, 
With Large Purchases of Shrapnel, 
and Saddlery. 


DETROIT, Mich., March 3.—War ar- 
ders in Detroit had totaled $40,600,000 up’ 


to 10 days ago, according to estimates 
made by an export manager. Most of 
these were for motor cars, but other 
manufactured goods contributed many 
millions. 

Large orders of shrapnel were filled 
in Detroit by at least three factories. 
Large numbers of copper shells also 
were made here, the greatest trade being 
in eight-inch shells. 

A knitting factory was kept busy for 
three months on orders for sweaters and 
hosiery. Saddlery orders amounting to 
$60,000 were filled here. 

An order for 6000 tons of copper was 
filled through the Detroit Rolling Mill. 
Drug and chemical companies also have 
benefited by war orders. 


War Orders Help Revival ef Business 
in Rhode Island, 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 3.—The 
greatest impetus in industry in Rhode 
Island since the business revival set 
in has been felt in the iron and machitn- 
ery trades and allied lines, due largely 
to orders for the belligerent nations and 
indirect orders resulting from that busi- 
ness in other localities. 

Since the first of the year several 


thousand machinists have been put back 
to work and in many cases the plants 
are being run overtime where two 
months ago few were working on more 
than a 75 per cent basis. 

The product turned out ranges from 
machine screws to completed machin- 
ery, including miilers, lathes, grinding 
machines and many of the special lines 
of machinery that are manufactured in 
this State that are used Dy sutomobile 
typewriter, sewing machine and fire- 
arms manufacturers throughout the 
world. 

One concern Is now working on a large 
order for special machinery used in the 
boring and rifling of guns. In addition 
to the foreign business there is also a 
better domestic demand than has been 
felt here in nearly a year. 

In the textile trade, which representr 
the largest amount of invested capital, 
business as a whole could be called fair, 
but it is spotty. Mills receive good 
orders for quick delivery and work over- 
time for periods and then slacken up 
again until other orders come thrqugh. 
The larger mills are making upgood- 
sized lines for the fall tradéaof con- 
cerns that have good-sized roe wh for 
blue and khaki uniform cloth for foreign 
orders.

Statistician Tells in Western Line 
p Wage Hearing of Capitali- 
zation Inflation. 


“CHICAGO, March 3.—Testimony deal- 
ing with the financial management of 
Western railroads was given by W. J. 
Tauck, a statistician, at today’s session 
of the Board of Arbitration in the West- 
érm railroad wage_hearing. 

Taking 10 representative Western sys- 
tems, Lauck stated that in 1913 these 
railroads paid $11,276,495 in dividends on 
so-called fictitious stock. He pointed out 
that os on ella of this would have been 


per cent to the engineers and firemen of 
these roads. 

The railroads mentioned were the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern, the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy, the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul, the Great Northern, the 
Illinois Central, the Northern Pacific, 
the Oregon Short Line, the Southern Pa- 
cific and the Union Pacific. 

In the period 1900-1910, the witness stat- 
ed, these railroads issued fictitious se- 
curities to the aggregate of $173,122,796. 
Commissions to underwriters of the se- 
curities amounted to $9,120,124, he said. 

One way in which the capitalization is 
inflated, Lauck said, is by the issue of 
stock dividends, or the sale of stock is- 
sued to stockholders at less than market 
value. The stock thus issued does not 
increase the productivity of the road is- 
suing it, but inflates the amount of se- 
curities on which dividends are expected 
to be paid.

City Under Siege by Russians 
Thought to Have Provisions 
for Three Months. 


Cer ondence of the Associated Press. 
ENICE, Feb. 2.—According to the 


Pts newspapers received here the 
situation in Przemysl, which has been 
under siege of a Russian army for four 
| months, is not yet alarming. Aviators, 
who visit the garrison almost daily, re- 
port that* there should be no really se- 
rious shortage of provisions for another 
three months. The victualing problem 
has been considerably assisted by the 
flight over the town recently of vast 
flocks of wild ducks, Which. were shot 
by the thousands. 

The population of Przemysli now num- 
bers about 60,000, including both soldiers 
and civilians, and 6600 Russian prison- 
ers, The garrison is all Hungarian. 

The Russian besiegers under Gen. 
Dimitrieff, hold every entrance and ap- 
proach to the town, but they are still 
held outside of the outer line of the 
city’s fortifications, which have a radius 
of 12 miles, and include’a considerable 
area of farm and garden land, and 12 
small agricultural villages. 

The city was well stocked with food 
at the beginning of the siege, and this 
supply has been carefully husbanded, 
and doled out under strictest regula- 
tions. Food allotted for the civil popu- 
lation is turned over at stated inter- 
vals by the Military Governor, who 
fixes the retail price of each commodity. 
Prices, curiously enough, are lower than 
they were before the war, but money 
has really little value in a community 
where the amounts of each article pur- 
chasable are limited by law. Those whd 
have no money receive free meals of 
approximately the same quantity an.j 
quality allowed to tho who pay for 
their food. 

The Russians ‘outside the city also 
have several aeroplanes which make 
frequent reconnaisance flights over the 
city and the surrounding neighborhood. 
Occasionally they attempt bomb attacks, 
but none of these have resulted in any 
serious damage. Their hope, of course, 
is that a stray shot may find the Hun- 
gurian arsenal and ammunition stores. 
It is said that the Hungarians within 
the city get along very well with their 
Russian prisoners, many of whom have 
been given their parole, and are al- 
lowed to move freely within a limited 
area. Some of the better educated Rus- 
sian officers have voluntarily offered 
their services to officers and men of the 
garrison for instruction in the Russian 
language. 


DUCHESS DUROZZO ANNULMENT 
SUIT TO BE TRIED IN U. S. 


New York Supreme Court Justice 
Overrules D: ‘xe’s Protest on Juris- 
diction of Tribunal. 

“NEW YORK, March 3.—The Duke di 
Majo Durazzo was informed by Justice 
Keogh in the Supreme Court at White 
Plains yesterday that it makes no differ- 
enee if he is Duke and a subject of fhe 
King of Italy, the Court has jurisdiction 
to pass on the proceeding the Duchess di 
Majo Durazzo has ‘brought to annul her 

marriage. 

The Duke and the Duchesg who was 
Miss Elizabeth Frances Hanan, wedded 
Feb. 17, 1914, and separated last October. 
In her complaint the Duchess alleges 
the union was brought about by fraud. 
Justice Keogh‘ decided, too, that the Su- 
preme Court had jurisdiction over the 
property rights of the Duchess. The 
Duke contended they were vested in him 
by the marriage, which, he said, made 
his wife an Italian subject. 

The Duchess attached to her papers 
an alleged ante-nuptial agreement in 
which the Duke renounced any right to) 
eny portion of her estate should any di- 
vorce, separation or annullment action 
be brought. It is expected the case wil) 
go to trial at White Plains within a few 
days. 


MILLIKEN SAYS NO MONEY 
HAS BEEN PAID ON MINE DEAL 


Colorado Property Sold for $4,500,000, 
According to Reports From 
Denver. 
John T. Milliken, St. Louls mulitt- 
millionaire gold mine owner, oil pro- 
ducer, manufacturing chemist and grain 
trader, today said he was not prepared 
to confirm a press dispatch from Denver 
which said that his Golden Cycle mine at 
Cripple Creek, Colo., has been sold to 


500,000. 

“IT haven't received any money 
yet,” said Milliken to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. Asked whether the pub- 
lished accounts of the sale were true, 
he replied: “I am not prepared to talk 
about that at this time.” 

A dispatch from Denver today said 
a representative of the Golden Cycle 
properties had come to St. Louis to 
consult with Milliken on closing the 
deal.

26 PERSONS TAKE DRUG CURE 


16 New Cases at City Hospital; New 
Method May Be Used. . 

Sixteen persons applied yesterday aft- 
ernoon and night at the city hospital 
for the drug treatment, making a total 
of 26 who have entered that institution 
since the drastic new drug law went 
into effect a few days ago. Five of 
these are women. 

The ‘‘narcotic sleep’’ has not been ad- 
ministered to any of the patients yet, 
though Supt. Chapman said today that 
he intended to consult visiting phys- 
cians about it. The old method—giving 
a little less of the drug each day until 
ihe system is cleared—is being used.

Horse Tenders Turned Adrift 
Penniless After Being Prom- 
ised Return Passage. 


By a Correspeneer* of the Associated 


Ss. 

LONDON, Feb. 22.—Many Americans 
have been induced to ship on British 
steamers as horse tenders with prom- 
ises of good pay and a return ticket to 
America only to be turned adrift penni- 
less in England or France. 

Such vessels run from American ports 
to England and France | with remounts 
for the allies. The men are wanted to 
care for the animals on the way over. 
They are assured they will be paid from 
$15 to $385 for their work and then sup- 
plied with a return ticket or a oppor- 
tunity to work their way back on a 
steamer. 

On arriving they often fail to get the 
money promised and are frequently 
turned loose to shift for themselves. 
Sometimes they are given $2.50 and an 
order for return passage on a ship sail- 
ing a month hence. Obviously the man 
cannot wait and often he offers to work 
his way home for nothing. 

These men have been appealing for 
help to American officials in London. 
Since Nov. 1 more than 100 have made 
known their distress. The American Re- 
lief Committee can help only Americans 
impoverished by the war; it cannot aid 
men who have come over since the fight- 
ing began.

OVER PRZEMYSL 
AIDS FOOD SUPPLY 


City Under Siege by Russians 
Thought to Have Provisions 
for Three Months. 


een 3 of the Associated Press 
VENICE, Feb. 2.—According to the 


7 does tet newspapers received here the 
situation in Przemysl, which has been 
under siege of a Russian army for four 
months, is not yet alarming. Aviators, 
who visit the garrison almost daily, re- 
port that*there should be no really se- 
rious shortage of provisions for another 
three months. The victualing problem 
has been considerably assisted by the 
flight over the town recently of vast 
flocks of wild ducks, Which were shot 
by the thousands. 

The population of Przemysi now num- 
bers about 60,000, including both soldiers 
and civilians, and 5600 Russian prison- 
‘rs, The garrison is all Hungarian. 

The Russian besiegers under Gen. 
Dimitrieff, hold every entrance and ap- 
proach to the town, but they are still 
held outside of the outer line of the 
city’s fortifications, which have a radius 
of 12 miles, and include a considerable 
area of farm and garden land, and 12 
small agricultural villages. 

The city was well stocked with food 
at the beginning of the siege, and this 
supply has been carefully husbanded, 
and doled out under strictest regula- 
tions. Food allotted for the civil popu- 
lation is turned over at stated inter- 
vals by the Military Governor, who 
fixes the retail price of each commodity. 
Prices, curiously enough, are lower than 
they were before the war, 
has really little value in a community 
where the amounts of each article pur- 
chasable are limited by law. Those whd 
have no money receive free meals of 
approximately the same quantity and 
quality allowed to tho who pay for 
their food. 

The Russians ‘outside the city also 
have several aeroplanes which make 
frequent reconnaisance flights over the 
city and the surrounding neighborhood. 
Occasionally they attempt bomb attacks, 
but none of these have resulted in any 
serious damage. Their hope, of course, 
is that a stray shot may find the Hun- 
gurian arsenal and ammunition stores. 
It is said that the Hungarians within 
the city get along very well with their 
Russian prisoners, many of whom have 
been given their parole, and are al- 
lowed to move freely within a limited 
area. Some of the better educated Rus- 
sian officers have voluntarily offered 
their services to officers and men of the 
garrison for instruction in the Russian 
language. 


DUCHESS DUROZZO ANNULMENT 
SUIT TO BE TRIED IN UL. S. 


New York Supreme Court Justice 
Overrules D: ‘xe’s Protest on Juris-

NEW YORK, March 3.—The Duke di 
Majo Durazzo was informed by Justice 
Keogh in the Supreme Court at White 
Plains yesterday that it makes no differ- 
ence if he is Duke and a subject of fhe 
King of Italy, the Court has jurisdiction 
to pass on the proceeding the Duchess di 
Majo Durazzo has brought to annul her 
marriage. 

The Duke and the Duchesg who was 
Miss Elizabeth Frances Hanan, wedded 
Feb. 17, 1914, and separated last October. 
In her complaint the Duchess alleges 
the union was brought about by fraud. 
Justice Keogh‘ decided, too, that the Su- 
preme Court had jurisdiction over the 
property rights of the Duchess.

LONDON, Feb. 22.—Many Americans 
have been induced to ship on British 
steamers as horse tenders with prom- 
ises of good pay and a return ticket to 
America only to be turned adrift penni- 
less in England or France. 

Such vessels run from American ports 
to England and France | with remounts 
for the allies. The men are wanted to 
¢are for the animals on the way over. 
They are assured they will be paid from 
$15 to $85 for their work and then sup- 
plied with a return ticket or a oppor- 
tunity to work their way back on a 
steamer. 

On arriving they often fail to get the 
money promised and are frequently 
turned loose to shift for themselves. 
Sometimes they are given $2.50 and an 
order for return passage on a ship sail- 
ing a month hence. Obviously the man 
cannot wait and often he offers to work 
his way home for nothing. 

These men have been appealing for 
help to American officials in London. 
Since Nov. 1 more than 100 have made 
known their distress. The American Re- 
lief Committee can help only Americans 
impoverished by the war; it cannot aid 
men who have come over since the fight- 
ing began. 

American officials in England and 
France are today making every effort to 
discourage Americans from coming into 
the war zone, lured by promises of ship-

The ' 
mountain roads are impassable for auto- 
mobiles at this season and probably it 
will be necessary for the General, with 
escort, to go on horseback on a four or 
five days’ journey.

New York Court Upholds Right 
to Renounce Legacy for Com- 


mission. :

NEW YORK, March 3—Surrogate 
Cohalan yesterday denied the motion of 
Arthur C. Train, guardian ad litem of 
Ralph Pulitzer Jr. and Seward Webb 
Pulitzer, grandchildren of the late Jo- 
seph Pulitzer, to remove Frederick N. 
Judson of St. Louis as an executor of 
the Pulitzer estate. 

The application was made ea the 
ground that, instead of accepting a 
legacy of $50,000-for his service, as pro- 
vided in the will, Mr. Judson renounced 
the legacy and demanded commissions 
amounting to nearly $200,000. 

In his decision the Surrogate did not 
pass on the question whether or not Mr. 
Judson was entitled to the commission, 
as that matter is now before the Su- 
preme‘Court as part of an accounting 
action. 

The Surrogate held that under the law 
an executor has a right to renounce a 
legacy and demand commissions. He 
also held that the appointment ‘“‘under 
respective limitation prescribed in said 
codicil of January, 1910,’ under which 
Mr. Judson took up his duties, did not, 
as Mr. Train argued, refer to the pay- 
ment by legacy. He was of the opinion 
that the phrase referred only to the fact 
that Mr. Judson’s term as executor 
shoujd expire when Joseph Pulitzer II 
reached the age of 30. 

“Under the provisions of the will and 
codicils Judson undoubtedly had the 
right to elect between the specific com- 
pensation and his regular commissions,’’ 
he says. “‘The Supreme Court will de- 
cide whether Judson must be held to 
the specific compensation provided in the 
codicil.’’

NOT BINDING, SAYS 
PROF. SE. EDMUNDS 


St. -Louis ‘University Interna- 
tional Law Authority Points 
Out Flaws in Declaration. 


By STERLING E. EDMUNDS. 
Professor of International Law, 
Louis University. 

The announcement of Great Britain, 
on behalf of the allies, of their intention 
henceforth to prevent commodities of all 
kinds reaching or leaving Germany, is 
founded upon no principle of interna- 
tional law and it is but another of those 
exceptional policies adopted on each 
side as measures of retaliation. 

Germany issued her decree to the ef- 
fect that on and after Feb. 18 she would 
endeavor to cut off England’s food sup- 
ply by sinking every enemy merchant 
ship found in the war zone areas and 
warning neutrals to stay off such ves- 
sels with their merchandise, and like- 
wise warning neutral ships not to enter 
the areas. There was no legal founda- 
tion for this decree and its announced 
justification is retaliation against Great 
Britain’s treatment of contraband des- 
tined for Germany, and the British 
declaration of portions of the North Sea 
a military area.

: —that is, in order to make the capture 
{| of neutral ships legitimate—a blockade 

eee —caes must be maintained by a sufficient nuni- 
ber of warships to prevent ingress to or 
egress from the blockaded coasts. It 
may be lawfully maintained in portions 
of the high seas; that is, the radius of 
action may extend a considerable dis- 
tance off the enemy's coast. Further, 
the bloekaded area must be delimited 
geographically and notified to neutrals 
before it becomes operative as to them. 
It can be seen that in the British dec- 
laration none of these requirements is 
fulfilled. In fact, the word “blockade” 
ig not even mentioned and no specific 
area is delimited. 

There is no attempt to justify it under 
the laws of blockade. It is probable 
that a blockade of the German coast by 
reason of the danger from submarines is 
not a practicable war measure. History 
has repeated itself in these two decrees 
of Great Britain and Germany, with Ger- 
many occupying the place of Napoleon 
in 1807, when each belligerent then es- 
tablished a so-called paper blockade 
agafist the coasts of the other. 

What “Paper Blockades” Did. 

These so-called paper blockades, sup- 
ported by very few war vessels, weighed 
heavily upon neutrals, and _ especially 
upon the United States, where they re- 
sulted in the passage of Jefferson's fa- 
mous non-intercourse acts. The United 
States had lost 150 merchant vessels in 
the naval lawlessness of Great Britain 
and France and our weakness then pre- 
vented aggressive defensé of our rights. 
In the laying of an embargo on our own 
vessels we hoped to cut off needed sup- 
plies in the beiligerent countrics and 
bring about more considerate treatment 
of our shipping. 

At the close of the Crimean war, 
where lawless blockades had again been 
resorted to, the principal Powers of 
EHurope entered into an agreement 
known as the Declaration of Paris, as- 
senting to the principle that a blockade 
to be binding upon neutrals must be ef- 
fectively maintained. This rule may be 
eonsidered as firmly established as any 
in international law. 

Great Britain is meeting an exception- 
al situation with exceptional measures 
and she is relying upon the submission 
of neutrals, not, however, without pro- 
test. Her suggestion to reimburse neu- 
trals for innocent parts of their car- 
goes admits that no lawful rights as a 
blockading belligerent exist; for a law- 
ful blockade usually gives the right of 
confiscation of vessel and cargo in in- 
stances of breach of blockade. 

Courses Open to United States. 

The United States may insist upon its 
rights of commerce with the belligerents 
in articles not contraband until a law- 
ful blockade is established, taking the 
“eonsequences into consideration; or it 
may revive the Jeffersonian precedent 
and forbid all commerce with the bellig- 
erents until such time as they are will- 
ing to respect our rights as neutrals. 
| An intimation of such a course would 
‘probably have the desired effect, inas- 
much as-the allies are relying upon our 
markets not only for food supplies, but 
for large supplies of munitions as well.

Shaw’s Garden, Historical and 
Art Museums Praised, Though 
He Went Hungry at Former.

| CRITICISM ON SMOKE 
John L. Heaton Finds “Ring of 
Decayed Real Estate” Around 
Business Section. 


The Historical Museum in the Jef- 
ferson Memorial is the best of its 
kind west of Philadelphia, and. in 
Shaw's Garden and the Art Museum 
in Forest Park St. Louis pvussesses 
two of the finest. municipal assets in 
the country, according to John L 
Heaton, author of “The Story of a 
Page,” a history of 30 years of the 
New York World's editorial page, and 
the representative of the World upon 
the advistory board of the School of 
Journalism at Columbia University. 

Mr. Heaton left for the East last night 
after spending three fays in visiting 
the points of interest in St. Louis. 
He is returnnig from his first “see- 
ing America” trip, which took him to 
San Francisco. He has been an edi- 
torial writer on the World since 1899. 

To offset its beauties, he said, St. 
Louis excels in the number of cuspi- 
dors, due to the universal habit of 
expectoration induced by coal smoke; 
and it is unique in being afflicted 
with a ring of decayed real estate, 
which he compares to a streak of 
dead wood in a tree, surrounding the 
downtown business section and 
stretching west, south and north to 
the residence districts. In this city, 
he said, he saw the first examples he 
has encountered in years of what he 


Praise for Art Museum. 

He praised the Art Museum for the 
evident purpose of its directors in 
making it an all-round instructive 
institution—not merely a eollection 
of pictures, but a gallery illustrating 
practically every direction the indus- 
trial arts can take. 

St. Louis residences are notable, ac- 
cording to Mr. Heaton, for the ground 
space they can command and for their 
high average of architectural taste. He 
noted not only the expected French 
style, derived from the city’s French 
origins, but also New England, Phila- 
delphia and Southern types_in pleasing 
variety. 

The Old Cathedral on Walnut street, 
he said, was a most ambitious under- 
taking for the community of 8000 which 
hegan its erection, and proves that the 
forefathers of the city were building 
poldly for the future. 

“You have in the Jefferson Memorial,” 
he said, ‘“‘the brave beginnings of a 
historical collection which will be of 
interest to all people all over the coun- 
try. As the terminus of the old em!}- 
grant trail, as a community of rich 
pioneer memories and as a bitterly 
eontested point in the Civil War, St. 
Louis is better than any other city west 
of Philadelphia adapted to form sch 
a collection.’’ 

He remarked, however, that the city 
apparently does not appreciate Shaw's 
Garden, the Jefferson Memorial and the 
Art Museum, as he was unable to get 
anything to eat in the neighborhood of 
these institutions. 

Admires Scenery im County. 

On an automobile trip to Sunset Hill 
be admired the beauties of the rolling 
landscape in St. Louis County. The 
Anheuser-Busch Brewery, he believes, is 
one of the finest examples of business 
efficiency in the United States. 
\“More, than the average American 
city,’’ he continued, “St. Louis has prob- 
lems growing out of the reassignment of 
real estate to new uses.

Mr. Heaton left for the East last night 
after spending three days in visiting 
the points of interest in St. Louis. 
He is returnnig from his first “see- 
ing America” trip, which took him to 
San Francisco. He has been an edi- 
torial writer on the World since 1899. 

To offset its beauties, he said, St. 
Louis excels in the number of cuspi- 
dors, due to the universal habit of 
expectoration induced by coal smoke; 
and it is unique in being afflicted 
with a ring of decayed real estate, 
which he compares to a streak of 
dead wood in a tree, surrounding the 
downtown business section and 
stretching west, south and north to 
the residence districts. In this city, 
he said, he saw the first examples he 
has encountered in years of what he 
calls “the deadly street car stove.’’ 

Praise for Art Museum. 

He praised the Art Museum for the 
evident purpose of its directors in 
making it an all-round instructive 
institution—not merely a eollection 
of pictures, but a gallery illustrating 
practically every direction the indus- 
trial arts can take. 

St. Louis residences are notable, ac- 
cording to Mr. Heaton, for the ground 
space they can command _.and for their 
high average of architectural taste. He 
noted not only the expected French 
style, derived from the city’s French 
origins, but also New England, Phila- 
delphia and Southern types in pleasing 
variety. 

The Old Cathedral on Walnut street, 
he said, was a most ambitious under- 
taking for the community of 8000 which 
began its erection, and proves that the 
forefathers of the city were building 
noldly for the future. 

“You have in the Jefferson Memorial,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘the brave beginnings of a

University of Utah Students, at Mass 
Meeting, Make Appeal to the 
epee. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah., March 3.— 
Dismissal of four professors of the Uni- 
versity of Utah and the demotion of the 
head. of the English department with- 
out reasons having been made public re- 
sulted in a@ mass meeting of students 
yesterday and the adoption of resolu- 
tions disapproving the action of Presi- 
dent J. T.’ Kingsbury and petitioning 
the regents to make public the reasons 
for the action. About 1000 students at- 
tended the meeting. 

Prof. G. M. Marshall, head of the En- 
glish department for more than twenty 
years, was notified recently that he 
would be removed as head of the de- 
partment and retained as an instructor, 
if he desired. This was followed by the 
announcement that O. J. P. Widtsoe, a 
professor in the Latter Day Saints High 
School at Salt Lake City, and a Bishop 
of the Mormon church, would be ap-, 
pointed to succeed Marshall. It was’ 
also announced that Dr. A. A. Knowl- 
ton, Prof. George C. Wise and assist- 
ant Professors Phil C. Bing and C. W. 
Snow would be dropped from the faculty’ 
at the end of the year. Al] the men are 
nonmormons.

The first of four perforniances of “The 
College Hero,”’ a musical play, was pre-

Information Sought as to Per- 
sons Who Saw Young Woman 
at Millionaire’s Home. 


Plaintiffs in the suit to break the will 
of James Campbell, millionaire broker 
and public service magnate, today intro- 
duced an additional element of mystery 


into the case by publishing in all the St. 
Louis newspapers the picture of a young 
woman and asking for information as 
to her identity. 

Under the picture appears the follow- 
ing: ‘‘Persons who saw the original of 
the above photo at residence of James 
Campbell (Grand and Washington ave- 
nues) in 1892 or 1893, please addres: P..O. 
Box 1362, St. Louis, Mo.’’ 

L. Frank Ottofy, attorney for the 
plaintiffs in the will suit, today said’ 
he was not in a position to throw light 
on the mystery of the advertisement. He 
said he knew in a general way titat a 
search was being made for a certain 
young woman, but that he was not the 
author of the advertisement. 

In the suit to break the Campbell will 
the plaintiffs, nieces and nephews of + 
Campbell, alleged that Campbell died 
without issue, though in his will he 
named Lois Campbell, now Mrs. Elzey 
G. Burkham as his daughter. 


Parentage Is Questioned. 
When depositions were taken in New 


York recently the plaintiffs, through 
their attorneys, asked questions which 
indicated they were trying to show that 
Mrs. Campbell was not the mother of 
Lois. They did not succeed- in intro- 
ducing any evidence to uphold this con- 
tention. 

Official records and the testimony of 
clergymen, doctors and nurses were in- 
troduced to show -that Lois was born 
to Mrs. Campbell in New York, March 
17, 1893. 

The advertisement tia eline in the 
papers today fixes 1892 and 1893 as the 
time when the young woman whose 
identity is sought was at the Campbell 
home. 

On behalf of the Campbell estate the 
deposition of Sister Eugenia Kehoe of 
St. Vincent's School, Perryville, Mo., 
was filed in Judge Kinsey’s court to- 
day. Sister Eugenia testified that from 
1882 to 1910 she was stationed at the St. 
Vincent Seminary, Grand and Lucas 
avenues. In 1893,: she told that the 
Campbells lived at Grand and Washing- 
ton avenues, a block from the seminary. 
Mrs. Campbell, she said, frequently 
visited the seminary and received art 
instructions there. Sister Eugenia was 
her teacher.

LEAGUE TO LIMIT ARMAMENTS 
OPPOSES AMERICAN LEGION 


Protest Against Activity of U. §&, 
Officers in Organization Is Sent 
to Washington. 

NEW YORK, March 3.—From _ the 
Army Building on Whitehall street, 
whence it had started its propaganda, 
the officers of the American Legion were 
yesterday moved to the Maritime Build- 
ing on Bridge street. About the same 
time a protest against the use of the 
Army Building for this purpose was be- 
ing telegraphed to Washington. This 
protest was signed by Bishop Greer, 
Mornay Williams and Il. Hollingsworth 
Wood, as representatives of the Ameri- 
can League to Limit Armaments, and 
protested against the activities of the 
officers of the army of the United 
States in organizing civilians and at- 
tempting to influence public opinion in 
regard to the military forces of the 

country. 

In a statement issued by Col. A. L. 
Smith, Depot Quartermaster, who is 
custodian of the Army Building, it was 
asserted that permission for the use by 
the league of officers was given 
through a misunderstanding. 

Gen. Wood has received an order from 
Washington to make report upen the 
legion. Dr. Hausmann, who is interested 
in the movement, said that while there 
was no intention of operating the legion 
under the influence of the War De- 
partment had receive@ the unofficial 
indorsement of Gen. Wood and that the 
full prospectus of the undertaking had 
been sent to the Secretary of W'ar be- 
fore it was released for publication in 
the press.

The British declaration of an allied ring around 
Germany, cutting off all trade, admirably states 
the international law bearing upon Germany’s 
submarine warfare, but omits altogether the in- 
ternational law touching the allied mode of re- 
taliation. There is not a word about the illegal- 
ity of a sweeping denial of the right sf neutrals 
to’trade in noncontraband of war without an ef- 
fective blockade. 

The embargo—using the word in its broadest 
sense—of the allies is no better than the German 
war zone, except in the method of enforcing it. 
The allies do not propose to destroy vessels, their 
cargoes, crews and passengers, without search, 
seizure or warning. They do not threaten the 
lives and property of’neutrals. But while adher- 
ing to the form of law they grossly violate its in- 
tent. President Wilson aptly said that no nation 
has the right to change the rules of warfare be- 
cause the methods of war have been changed. 

The assault of the Allies on all neutral trade is 
no more justified in law tHan the German attack 
on neutral ships. Both are intolerable. 

Our position is delicate because we are dealing 
with national insanity—the madness of hate and 
war—but while handling the situation with due 
regard to the situation we must be firm. We must 
insist upon the rights of neutrals on the seas and 
in trade. We cannot submit to be treated as if 
at. war. Unquestionably all the neutral . nations 
will stand with us in a vigorous protest against 
the methods of both Germany and the allies, 

Whatever we may do it is not likely that .the 
President will declare an embargo. It is difficult 
to enforce and would injure us almost as much as

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HOME RULE A STATE DUTY. 

The formal report of a congressional committee 
confirms the worst of the charges of lawlessness 
and oppression brought against the operators of 
the larger coal .mining properties in Colorado. 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., managing director of the 
principal properties in the strike district, is espe- 
cially censured for “obstinacy” in refusing either 
to inform himself of conditions by means of a 
personal inspection, or to take counsel of. disin- 
terested official advisors.

Three of them are near the approach to the 
McKinley Bridge, where the Sheriff can’t miss 
them. The saloon of the thousand mirrors is also 
the saloon of the thousand crap games—“big man 
games,” too. There is the Elk Saloon, which like- 
wise is a lair of the tiger. At Bridgeford’s are 
fascinating diversions other than bridge whist. 
That gambling is going on is attested by unmis- 
takable signs, but the policemen pass unconcerned 
twirling their nightsticks. 

The fact that these dens draw the principal part 
‘of their attendance from this side of the river 
should not make the Madison County officers in- 
different. ILllinoisans are as likely to be fleeced 
as Missourians—in fact are fleeced. The responsi- 
ble authorities should act and act immediately. 
In the event of further evasion of duty, undoubt- 
edly Gov.

SYLVESTER’ S WORE. 

Frederick Oakes Sylvester, whose death removes 
one of the leaders of Western artists, was not 
only the painter but the poet of the Mississippi. 
He loved the river and depicted its moods, its 
majesty and beauty, with singular charm and fe- 
licity, in picture and verse.- From St. Louis to 
Hlsah, where he spent his summers studying, 
sketching and singing the praises of. the great 
stream, he has enshrined every charm of his god- 
dess in painting or poem.

During his late years Sylvester emphasized the 
power of mind over body.

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ENFORCE THE ANTI-LOBBY LAW. 
‘With Jefferson City swarming with lobbyists 
this year, only a few have complied with the stat- 
ute requiring them to register with the Secretary 
of State before trying to exert influence on the 
Legislature. Of those who did register last year 
but 13 filed the expense accounts the law requires 
them to file and most of the 13 neglected the pro- 
vision relative to itemized accounts. 

The fact ‘that many of those who failed to re- 
port their expenses last year were the representa- 
tives of labor unions and of welfare movements 
does not excuse their disregard for the law. That 
they were supplied with funds for the lavish ex- 
penditure of the old corporation lobby is not sus- 
pected, but their obligation to comply with the 
law was mandatory. .
